Don't burn pastures—or burn them late

approximately 150-day summer grazing season 
@ Gain was 263 pounds for steers on mid-spring 
(about April 10) burned pastures.

Expect wheat prices to hover near harvest lows for 
another 30 days. Recovery always comes slowly fol- 
lowing a large crop. And this year’s harvest of 
roughly a billion bushels is the fourth largest on 
record—7% bigger than last year and nearly a 
fifth larger than average. 

But recovery will come by date season. Most mar- 
ket men look for at least 10-15c a bushel—not a 
windfall but enough to hold for in loan-type storage.

Grain grass sorghum coming soon

Plant breeder Frank Gaines (photograph), who de- 
veloped it with R. E. Karper at Lubbock (Texas) 
Experiment Station, says, ““We hope to be far 
enough along with grain grass sorghum this year, 
or by 1961, to begin seed increase on the station.” 

Grain grass sorghum has these advantages 

1. Its stem is fine, leaves narrow, taste semisweet, 
and it tillers like sudangrass 

2. It can be planted with a grain drill, harvested 
with a regular wheat or grain sorghum combine. 

3. It is a late season or “‘catch”’ crop. It even can 
follow wheat on the same land 


Another report on land price decline 

As Successful Farming forecast and reported previ- 
ously, price of farm land in the Corn Belt is down. 
USDA survey shows: A 1% decline since early winter 
(down 2% in Minnesota and Missouri; 1% in Iowa

Report on per person beef supply 
Supply of beef reached an all-time high of around 
85 pounds per person in 1956 and °57. In 1958 and 
59, the supply was down to around 81 pounds. It 
will climb back up to around the 85-pound mark 
this year—and will move on toward 90 pounds in 
the next 2-3 years 

rhis market situation does not call for the sale of 
unfinished cattle. It does emphasize the desirability 
of prompt finishing and sale of cattle on hand—and 


caution in buying replacement cattle. 


Interesting sidelight on cattle prices 
History, at least, is on the side of steady to stronger 
fed cattle prices for the next 5 months. Traditional- 
ly, price breaks come during the first half of the 
year, seldom during the last half. 

USDA figures show: Since record-keeping began 
38 years ago, Choice cattle prices declined only 8 
times from July to November.

Prove breeding on back-fat basis! 


Duroc hogs bred for leanness on the basis of low 
back-fat thickness for 4 generations: 

> Develop a higher proportion of lean meat. 

> Are heavier at weaning and gain weight faster 
after weaning.

Durocs selected for high back fat by United States 
Department of Agriculture researchers. Findings: 
@ At 200 pounds, the Durocs selected for /ow back 
fat yielded an average of 8.2 pounds more lean and

vice also found that the loin-eye muscle area of lean 
animals averaged 1.1 square inches larger than in 
the fat animals. 


Hog prices next 60 days: High 


Double up on the advantages of high hog prices the 
next 60 days. 

First, by selling during this period—when prices 
are at the season’s high. 

Second, by selling more pounds of hog. 

Point is: It should pay to feed to slightly heavier 
than usual weights during July and August. 

This may surprise you, but in each of the past 4 
years, 220-240-pound hogs in July-August have 
commanded higher prices per hundred than lighter 
180-200-pound animals. The average difference 
was 34c a hundred in July and 55c¢ a hundred in 
August in favor of the heavier hogs. 

Pointer: Take into account hog type in deciding 
the most profitable weight. Add more weight to long- 
lean types than to short-chubby types. And make sure 
your market doesn’t discount all hogs over 230 pounds. 


Sell spring pigs by September 

Aim to market spring pigs by September—at the 
latest. Repeating our warnings of a month ago, 
price decline from summer high to winter low could 
be twice as great as last year’s $2.50-$3 drop. 


Pigs do better when they aren't moved 


Moving pigs periodically from one pen to another 
during the growing-finishing period cuts down on 
their performance, tests at the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station show 

In the tests: Pigs re-grouped or moved from one 
pen to another at 4-week intervals gained less 
rapidly and efficiently than those left in one place 
This 


in some Cases, as

Look what good Ladino can do

Good Ladino clover pastures may eliminate 
of their gestation period.

All sows were fed a complete ration for the first 
30 days after being bred and the !ast 2 weeks before 
farrowing. In the 70 days between, all sows were on 
good Ladino pasture, but were divided into 5 
groups. One group had no supplement, depended 
on the pasture alone The othe + groups ol sows 
had various supplements 

Results: Sows without supplement farrowed and 
weaned as many pigs as other 


those in groups. 


Another view of hog warnings 


A word of caution about words of caution! Many 


economists now frantically wave warning flags 
against expecting good hog prices to last very long. 

They warn: High prices this summer could throw 
the hog cycle into reverse—and result in a quick 
build-up in numbers followed by lower prices. And 
this could happen. 

But remember: The same flags were being waved 
in 1957 when hogs hit $21-$22. Many producers 
were frightened out of the business by warnings of a 
price bust in 1958. 


Upshot was: 1958 prices climbed to $24 at a high. 


Outlook for fall-winter pigs 


How about prices and profits on sows and gilts bred 
to farrow this coming fall-winter? Outlook as it 
can now be seen is bright.

Report on ova transplants 


Cornell University scientists are working 
on a process which involves collecting 
fertilized ova from outstanding cows and 
implanting them in less-valuable cows 
where they continue to develop normally 

Significance: Refinements in the tech- 
nique may make possible an inexpensive 
method of egg transfer, enabling dairy- 
men (and cattlemen) to obtain more off- 
spring from high-quality animals than 
they otherwise could. 

Cornell scientists also are fertilizing 
eggs in a test tube. The “test tube” is 
actually a small culture flask containing 
special nutrients in addition to the sperm 
and ova. 

Looking ahead: Further research with 
the technique might eventually lead to a 
process whereby ova from outstanding 
cows ‘could be collected, fertilized in the 
laboratory, frozen, and stored until 
needed. This development, however, will 
probably not take place for many years. 


New ketosis treatment available 


A commercial company has announced 
that a new steroid compound in bolus 
form is available to veterinarians for use 
in treating difficult cases of ketosis. 

The researchers got excellent results

POULTRY siccosstur Farming report 


Don't hold yeorling hens! 


Due to low egg prices last year, some 
flock owners didn’t start new pullet flocks. 
Now with good egg prices ahead, many 
are thinking about holding yearling hens 
for another year of lay. 

Specialist's advice: University of Mis- 
souri poultryman Glenn Geiger says 
don’t. His advice is to sell all yearling 
hens. Floor culling will not raise the rate 
of production to 50% 

Reasons: Geiger bases his stand on 
research. In a cage flock, first year birds 
laid 221 eggs. The second year they laid 
only 141, a drop of 80. Floor birds in the 
same test produced 240 eggs the first 
year. In their second year of production 
they dropped 65 eggs, laying only 175 
eggs per layer. 

Try to synchronize egg laying 
University of California poultry scien- 
tists have started a 3-year study of why 
birds lay when they do. They hope to pro- 
duce hens that all lay their eggs at the 
same time. 

Significance: If it works, you would 
only have to gather eggs once a day 

If they discover which treatments are 
most important, the scientists hope to 
establish, by breeding, a new rhythmic 
laying pattern for the birds to follow 


Better egg prices assured 

Those better fall-winter egg prices we've 
been predicting now seem assured. Until 
now, there was always the danger a sharp 
upturn in the late spring hatch would be 
a spoiler. But that didn’t happen. Final 
tally of the spring hatch, USDA men say, 
will show a decline from last year of 
more than one-fourth. 

What this means: Even with a sharp re- 
duction in culling of old hens, the fall- 
winter laying flock will still be sub- 
stantially smaller. 

Fall prices 8c-10c above 12 months 
earlier aren’t out of the question. 


Watch out next year 


Look for egg prices to make the full swing 
from boom to bust during the coming 12 
months. Reason is that the high prices 
just ahead will exert a double action: 
@ First, by undercutting demand for 
eggs. When prices soar, egg eating slips. 
@ Second, by encouraging a big jump in 
chick buying next spring and an egg sup- 
ply glut in the fall. 

‘ Timetable: Much better than year ear- 
lier egg prices the rest of this year and 
first half of 1961. Then serious price 
troubles continuing well into 1962. 
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New ways to sell products 


Poultry marketing researchers at Cornell 
have tackled the challenge of imaginative 
merchandising head on. 

Recognizing that a third or more of 
present-day grocery sales are of items not 
available a decade ago, they’ve come up 
with this list of poultry specialties that 
could blossom into big sellers. Test- 
marketing will start soon 
@ Frozen french toast. Each slice contains 
half an egg. Just pop it in the toaster, 
it’s ready to eat. 

@ Chicken loaf. Sandwich meat from Leg- 
horn chickens. 

@ Chicken Bologna. Cold cuts with a smoked 
flavor. 

@ Family pack. Four large eggs for the 
adults in the family and 8 small or 
medium eggs for the kids. 

@ Young roasters. Heavy birds from broiler 
flocks make tender, tasty roasters at about 
314 pounds. 

New coccidiostat for broilers 

Zoamix, the new coccidiostat approved 
for use in broiler feeds, can be fed straight 
through to marketing time. Producers 
don’t need to switch to a nonmedicated 
feed before selling birds. 

At present, the material will be mar- 
keted only for broiler feeds. 


Flock cutback helps broilers 


Broiler raisers benefit, too, from the 
marked improvement in egg prices. Fewer 
old hens are culled from laying flocks 
and slaughtered in competition with com- 
mercial broilers. 

Example: One week this past spring, 
slaughter of hens and cocks was down a 
whopping 54% from a year earlier 
Broilers: 1c above 1959 
Broiler prices this summer now figure to 
skim along the top of last year’s price 


line, holding in the neighborhood of a 
cent higher. 


Best guess: Within a narrow range of 


17c. Early outlook had called for prices a 
little higher. And that could still happen 
But a spurt in late spring hatchings 

some weeks as much as 12% above a year 
earlier—have turned the odds against it 


Sell pelleted poultry manure? 
Researchers in Delaware are studying a 
possible market for pelleted poultry 
manure (from a hay pelleting machine) 
Outlets have already been signed up in 
several cities to sell the product—an 
excellent soil conditioner—to home gar- 
deners. May be a new profit source.

A very successful farmer friend of mine has the reputation among 
some of his neighbors of being somewhat lazy. I know he isn’t, 
but he never defends himself against the accusation.

JOHN DANCKWART, WABASHA, MINN.

meat-type hogs 


Some farmers have wondered if it really 
pays to produce meat-type hogs. They 
ask: Do meat-type hogs grade better than 
fat, heavy ones? In short, the answer is 
“Yes.” And the following report from 
Pennsylvania State University proves 
this: 

Figures presented by one packer on 
4,100 hogs handled in a day’s kill illus- 
trates this close correlation: 39% of the 
hogs weighing 180 to 200 pounds graded 
No. 1. Only 12% graded No. 3. Of the 
hogs that weighed 200 to 220 pounds, 
28% grade No. 1 and 18% No. 3. In the 
next weight group, 220 to 240 pounds, 
18% graded No. 1 and 35% No. 3. In the 
240- to 270-pound group, only 8% grad- 
ed No. 1 while 55% graded No. 3. 

These figures are particularly signifi- 
cant inasmuch as the hogs reported in- 
cluded the wide variety of breeds and 
crosses that normally pass through a 
packing plant in a day’s kill. There were 
over 44 more hogs grading No. 1 in the 
180- to 200-pound group than in the 200- 
to 220-pound. At the same time, there 
were 1)4 times as many No. 3s in the 
200- to 220-pound group as in the 180- to 
200-pound group. 


These figures would seem to bear out 
the contention of some good hogmen that 
“there is a weight where any hog is not 
too fat.” They also show that any hog fed 
long enough will become too fat. It’s a 
rare hog that weighs 240 pounds or more 
and grades No. 1. The chances are far 
better it will grade No. 3. 

In light of these findings, Penn State 
swine specialists suggest farmers consider 
proper timing in marketing their hogs. 
They say this is just as important as some 
of the other management practices being 
followed in producing pork profitably for 
today’s market

Successful Farming 


The farm problem-—fact and fancy 


The political conventions this month signal the start of the final dash to the election finish 


line. Political speeches will get more partisan, promises will get bigger, liberties with the truth 


may become more evident. This report will help you better judge your candidates.

University of Minnesota 


The heat and oratorical license of the political cam- 
paign—now getting a full head of steam—make it more 
difficult than usual to separate fact from fancy in trying 
to think straight about the farm problem. Nor is the 
job made easier when fancy sometimes has more appeal 
than fact. 

Another difficulty is that neither fact nor fancy on 
farm issues is pure white nor ebony black. Fact does not 
always come crystal clear with no tinge of fancy. Nor 
is fancy always purely a child of imagination. 

But in the coming months of emphasis on politics, it 
behooves us all to try to separate the wheat from the 
chaff, and to set our thinking straight on at least a few 
points. Otherwise, we may be even more hopelessly 
confused by the avalanche of words which soon will 
cascade around us. 


Fact or fancy? Low prices are the cause of farm prob- 
lems. No one in his right mind would deny that the 
prices you receive are important in determining your farm 
income. So, can there be any question about price 
being the cause of all present-day farm difficulties? 

Well, farm programs of the past three decades appear 
to have accepted as fact that price is the problem. But 
if the problem was that simple 
cause of the farm problems 
of effort cured the problem? 

Answer: It appears that the prices with which we are 
concerned are the consequence of something else. So 
the attack on farm problems should be centered on that 
something else.

Fact or fancy? Unsatisfactory prices for some farm 
products are a consequence of surpluses. Now we're get- 
ting warmer. Persistent surpluses provide us with clear 
evidence of an excess capacity to produce the com- 
modities involved. 

In short, the basic farm problem arises out of the 
fact that too many resources—especially land and man- 
power—are being used in lines in persistent surplus. 


Fact or fancy? Food is such a necessity that there can 
not be too much. Now there’s an appealing statement. 
But contrary evidence in the form of about $9 billion 
of the taxpayers’ money tied up in loans and inventories 
of the Commodity Credit Corporation is not easily 
overlooked. 
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Political minds may find it convenient to blame the 
Admiristration—particularly the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture—for inefficient handling. However, this surplus 
problem is no respecter of party lines. Other secretaries 
and administrations have faced the

FOOD RESERVES—YOUR KEY TO 


PF arm rs who grow alfalfa have 3 big goals: Top-qual- 
ity hay, a vigorously growing stand, and as many cut- 
tings as possible. Now, research shows all these things 
are tied in with the food reserves stored in the roots and 
crowns of each alfalfa plant. Understanding this rela- 
tionship is basic in alfalfa management. The stored food 
reserves, largely starches and sugars, supply the energy 
for new plant growth and for other processes inside 
the plant. Cuttings should be made only after reserves 
have built up to make vigorous regrowth The drawings 
across the top of these pages illustrate this food cycle 
and how it is affected by management practices through 
the growing season

We can cut evaporation losses

Resear h with hexadecanol on a large body of water now over the water surface. Sunlight and air pass through the 


shows: (1) It is possible to cut evaporation losses, (2) 
hexadecanol is harmless in municipal water supplies, (3) 
hexadecanol is harmless to wildlife population. 

Here are the results of the large-scale trials made on 
Lake Hefner, the 2,500-acre reservoir in the Oklahoma 
City water system. Lake Hefner was selected for several 
reasons, one of which was because it is possible to accu- 
rately measure the water entering and leaving the lake. 
The flow into the lake from the watershed is accurately 
measured, and the amount pumped out of the lake by the 
city water system is also recorded 

The hexadecanol was applied by a motorboat and power 
raft. Each craft was equipped with barrels of dry material 
and a system of mixing pumps and spray rigs. Water was 
pumped from the lake, mixed with the hexadecanol, and 
sprayed onto the surface as the craft moved along. The 
hexadecanol spread out in a film just 1 molecule thick 


film, but water can’t evaporate back up through it 

Wind proved to be the biggest problem in keeping the 
film intact. Winds of 10 mph helped spread the film, but 
when they reached 20 mph, the wave action broke up the

Baling and storing 4 and 5 cuttings of alfalfa from 300 
acres required a lot of seasonal help. Most of the hands 
that the Brensings were able to hire were willing to drive 
tractors, but few were anxious to work with hay bales. 
Warren and Wayne decided that they must either plow 
up the alfalfa—get out of haying—or find a system that 
would require less labor to put up their feed. They 
installed this pelleting system. 

The new method of haying not only solves their labor 
problems, but it improves the quality of their feed and 
puts surplus feed in a form which they can readily market. 
It also provides additional income through custom- 
pelleting during the winter months. 

The entire system, including hammer mill, ring-die 
pelleting mill, pellet cooler, and motors and conveyors 
necessary for a continuous operation, cost them $23,000. 
Before the new system was installed, it required 8 men 
to put up 20 acres of irrigated alfalfa in a day. Now, 
4 men process about 40 acres a day. 

The Brensings harvest their own hay with a field chop- 
per. Chopped hay is dumped in the unloading area near 
the auger and belt conveyors, where it is augered to the 
hammer mill. They installed the belt conveyor and 
shredder so they could process baled hay for neighbors. 

Pelleting usually starts at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
If the field operation gets ahead of the 4- to 5-ton-per- 
hour capacity of the pelleting mill, the overflow is stored 
in the unloading area. The hay in reserve can then be 
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pelleted in the evening or in the early morning before 
they resume field-chopping. By operating 2 shifts, this 
mill should handle about 1,000 acres of alfalfa during 
the summer harvest season. 

Not only can the pelleted hay be fed with less waste 
than baled hay; it is easier to sell to commercial buyers. 
Last year Wayne and Warren sold about 500 tons of 
pelleted alfalfa. Before installing the pelleting mill, they 
had not sold any hay. 

The Brensings pelleted 2,500 tons of hay, grain, and 
supplements the first 8 months they had the mill. In 1959 
they charged $10 a ton for straight alfalfa, $8 for mixed 
rations, and $6 for straight grain. The mill will pellet 
12 tons of grain an hour. The dies can be changed to 
produce pellets ranging from 44- to 34-inch in diameter. 
A typical pelleted ration for yearlings in the Brensing 
program consists of 70% alfalfa, 25% grain-milo, and 
5% liquid molasses. 

The two brothers planned the entire operation to work 
in with their wheat-handling and storing facilities. They 
converted part of the storage space to house the pelleting 
system. They replaced the storage space with steel bins. 
Now, Brensings can dump wheat into the pit, elevate 
and convey it to the dryer, back to the pit, and distribute 
it to storage. They can dump ration gomponents, direct 
them to the pelleting process, then return pellets to bags, 
storage, or customers’ trucks. It’s a complete system, but 
can be expanded. They are sold on it.

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Decreasing skirt waistline 


To decrease waist size of the skirt, fold a dart 
from the waistline toward the hip. Alter skirt the 
same amount as the bodice (a and 6). If the waist is 
very small in proportion to the hips, alter the 

skirt back waist by making fitting darts slightly 


deeper. Adjust the darts only on side toward side seam, 


never on side toward center front (c). 


Do not make skirt front fitting darts deeper except 
when fitting for large pelvic bones. The altering 
principle for bodice darts is exactly the reverse. 

The front darts of bodice can be made deeper to 

give better fit to the bust when making the waistline 
smaller but back darts are never made deeper, as this 
makes the figure appear to be round-shouldered. 


Increasing skirt waistline 


The skirt waist size is increased by adding at the 
side seam of the muslin or pattern (a and b). The 
skirt is never slashed to adjust waist size as we 
sometimes do to alter bodice waistline. 

Increase the skirt waist size by the same amount 
and at the same point as the bodice waistline was 
increased. That is, on the front only, on the back 
only, or on both front and back.

When hip must be enlarged more than 1 inch, slash 
muslin from hem to waist. Spread amount needed at 
hip. Slash and spread pattern in the same way. To 
remove extra flare, pin dart across side skirt at 
the fullest part of hip (c).

To make both waist and hip smaller, pin a tuck the 
length of skirt in muslin and pattern (a and 6).

Low-cost beef system 


By Wayne T. Messerly 


Russell M. Smith, Greene County, Iowa 
has designed and built a grain auger sys- 
tem for automatic beef feeding at a total 
cost of $6.50 a foot about half the con- 
ventional cost 

It can be fitted into any size lot and it is 
easily assembled and disassembled for 
moving to different lots or to other farms 
when tenants move 

Here’s how it works: The 4” drop tubes 
are 18” deep and can be telescoped to 24” 
by adjusting a setscrew. The drop tubes 
nearest the feed supply are set 16” from 
the bunk while those at the far end are 
raised 6” The rest are set proportionate- 
ly to permit even distribution of feed 

At every auger-tube connection there 
is a brace rod bolted to the feed bunk 


This auger handles grain only. Roughage is 
fed in hay feeders and a self-feeding hori- 


Made of 1” steel tubing, brace rods are 
telescopic adjusted. This permits leveling 
of the overhead auger regardless of any 
variance in feed bunk height due to un- 
even floors 

Each of 6 bunks are 16’ long and 40” 
wide and are bolted together to keep 
them from pulling apart under pressure 

[he grain is augered from the feed 
hopper with %4-hp. electric motor. This 
motor is covered to protect it from weath- 
er hazards. So is the feed hopper itself 
and another '4-hp. motor which operates 
a 16’ auger, 4” in diameter. This auger 
pulls in grain from a near-by 300-bushel 
grain storage bin. Smith’s overhead 
granary is V-slotted and an elevator is 
used to fill it

buy the bulk tank. They figured with the 
extra premium they would get for their 
milk they would pay for the tank in 4 
years. And the saving in labor would per- 
mit them to expand their dairy herd. 

\fter the tank was paid for, they would 
have extra income that would help make 
home improvements and provide for 
other things they wanted 

Another farm family faced the ques- 
tion : “How can we plan ahead for sending 
our children through college?” 

Chey felt they had two choices: 

1. They could try to build a bigger 
farm business while the children were 
young. Then they could pay the college 
expenses out of current earnings when 
the time came for the children to go to 
college 

2. Or they could regularly set aside a 
certain amount in govefnment bonds to 
cash as needed for the college expenses. 

Chey decided to compromise and do 
both. Some money was set aside for 
bonds. Somée money was invested in 
building a larger farm business. 

Che first year of college turned out to 
be a year of average farm carnings. The 
college expenses came from the farm 
earnings. But last year hog prices drop- 
ped to $12.50 and money was a little 
short. Some bonds were cashed and the 
son continued with his college work 

Credit tips. Most financial advisers to 
farmers would suggest that you limit your 
borrowing to productive uses 

However, if you must borrow to covet 
your living expense, a vice president of a 
central Illinois bank serving farmers ad- 
vises that you keep your living allowance 
as low as possible. And if credit is used for 
living purposes, your banker will insist 
that the expected income must be ade- 
quate to cove! the loan 

For one young farm operator taking 
over a new farm his banker worked out a 
financing plan that required borrowing 
about $1,000 more than the expected 
cash income during the year ahead. 

Total loan would add up to about 
$10,200. Income with normal yields and 
steady prices would produce about 
$9,200 gross income. However, a buildup 
in feed inventory was expected to pro- 
vide for an increase in this farmer’s net 
worth that would permit refinancing the 
extra $1,000. They included a living al- 
lowance of $160 a month in the loan 
budget 

For operators who do not have to bor- 
row so much in relation to their expected 
income, a family living allowance may 
reasonably be set at $200 to $300 a 
month. The 114 Illinois farm families 
who kept records spent $379 a month in 
1958. If the farm business does better 
than expected, the family can always 
take an extra “bonus” at the end of the 
year and use it for some special home and 
family use

Problem: 





Cows dry off, teat at a time 


Your dairy herd’s production has 
been falling for several months, but 
you still are surprised when your 
weigh sheets show the herd is pro- 
ducing about a third less than a 
year earlier. This is even worse than 
it looks, for you are milking a cou- 
ple of extra cows and figure you 
really should be getting more milk 
this year 

Your bacteria count remains 
around the 10,000 mark, and your 
strip cup shows flaky milk only oc- 
casionally. You have treated cows 
giving the flaky milk with various 
antibiotics without too much suc- 
cess, for after apparent improve- 
ment they soon flare up again, 
even though their udders show no 
signs of swelling or inflammation 

Although these mastitis attacks 
do not appear serious, you notice 
that affected quarters seem to grad- 
ually dry off. Several cows eventu- 
ally become little better than 3- 
or even 2-teated cows 

You've had a serviceman check 
the milking machine, and the vac- 
uum and pulsator speed is in order 
You cull cow after cow as they be- 
come unprofitable producers, and 
the day finally comes when you 
realize something has to be done o1 
you will be forced completely out 
of the dairy business 
See answer at end of article.) 











They were poisoned 


\ beef raiser recently reported several 
of his animals were suffering from an 
ailment that shriveled their ears and 
made them lame. One cow had also lost 
the brush of her tail, and another fell re- 
peatedly when she tried to run. 

Investigation showed the symptoms 
were due to a black smut growing on 
pasture plants which resulted in ergot 
poisoning when the plants were eaten. 


Favor aluminum shades 


University of Arizona research workers 
claim aluminum sunshades for cattle will 
almost pay for themselves the first year 
by promoting fast weight gains. Tests 
showed that snow fence and thatch shades 
fell far behind aluminum shades in their 
cooling effect. 

Cattle under aluminum shades were 
more comfortable and gained faster and 
more efficiently than cattle under other 
shades or with no shade at all.

it wasn’t milk fever 


The other day a dairyman requested 
help for one of his cows that was down 
with milk fever after having freshened 
the night before. Her symptoms war- 
ranted such a belief, but the usual treat- 
ment didn’t do any good. 

A detailed examination then revealed 
the cow couldn’t get up because she had 
a fractured pelvis. We mention this case 
as a reminder that such trouble is not 
uncommon at calving time, appearing 
suddenly and for no good reason in cows 
that were perfectly healthy before. 

Although the cause is not known, there 
is good reason to believe that a sudden 
withdrawal of calcium may make the 
bones especially susceptible to fractures 
when the pelvis is subjected to pressure 
by the passage of a calf. 


Light sensitization 


We recently saw a bunch of yearling 
calves that were running on pasture and 
had large areas of their backs cracking 
and drying out. Also, some were watering 
at the eyes and suffering from diarrhea. 

Their trouble was diagnosed as light 
sensitization caused by eating plants con- 
taining a substance something like the 
luminous paint used on watch dials. Such 
trouble among calves may follow the 
grazing of Ladino, white Dutch, and 
crimson clover in addition to plants like 
fescue and bermudagrass. 

Symptoms are most likely to appear 
when plants have died of drouth or frost, 
molded on the ground, and are then 
eaten with new growth which comes up. 


Worms caused trouble 


A few days ago we visited a farm where 
several of the pigs were suffering from 
prolapsed rectums that the owner de- 
scribed as “‘piles.’’ This condition is the 
result of straining caused by irritation of 
the rectum which can be due to several 
different factors, including both consti- 
pation and diarrhea. 

Sometimes it appears to be brought on 
by too much fiber in the ration in the 
form of oat hulls or hay. However, in this 
particular case the prolapses were believed 
due to a heavy infestation with worms. 


ANSWER TO PROBLEM: Staphylococcic mas- 
titis. Since bacteria of this type are only 
slightly affected by penicillin and strep- 
tomycin, it will be useless to treat cows 
with them. Instead, antibiotics like ery- 
thromycin, chloromycetin, neomycin, 
and the tetracyclines are indicated. 
Vaccination with a special toxoid often 
proves effective in cleaning up problem 
herds. Since this vaccination is complete- 
ly ineffective against mastitis due to 
bacteria other than staphylococci, owners 
should have their veterinarian determine 
the type of bacteria causing trouble be- 
fore considering vaccination.

How to give 


artificial respiration 


Mouth-to-mouth method of resuscitation could save lives when 


accidents happen on your farm. Here is how it is done. 


3. Begin air exchange. 


On-the-fa: m emergencies sometimes 
arise, despite all safety precautions. Quick 
action on your part at the time of a farm 
accident, drowning, gas poisoning, or 
heart attack could mean saving a life 

If a person has stopped breathing from 
any cause, start artificial respiration quick- 
ly. Seconds count! (Severe bleeding is 
exception—victim can live longer with- 
out air than without blood.) 

Blowing breath into the victim’s lungs 
is the most efficient and practical way to 
save a life. It compares to inflating a 
balloon, then letting the pressure out and 
again inflating it 

First check the victim’s mouth for 
foreign matter. If present, wipe it out 
quickly with your fingers or a cloth 
wrapped around your fingers 

lilt the victim’s head back so the chin 
points upward (drawing 1). Pull or push 
the jaw into a jutting-out position (draw- 
ing 2). Next start exchange of air. Try 
one of these ways: Open your mouth wide 
place it tightly over the victim’s mouth, 
pinch the victim’s nostrils shut. Or place 
your mouth over victim’s and close his 
nostrils with the pressure of your cheek 
(drawing 3). Another way—close the 
victim’s mouth and place your mouth 
over the nose 

Blow into the victim’s mouth or nose 
Remove your mouth, turn your head to 


4. Check for outflow of air. 


the side, listen for return outflow of air 
from the victim’s lungs (drawing 4 

For an adult victim, blow vigorously 
at a rate of about 12 breaths per minute 
Take relatively shallow breaths at a rate 
of about 20 per minute for a child 

\ precaution-—gentle pressure can be 
applied by putting the hand over the 
stomach to prevent air from entering the 
stomach. The thumb of the hand on the 
stomach can be used to feel the chest rise 

If you fail to get air exchange—and 
expansion of victim’s chest and return 
outflow of air—recheck the head and jaw 
positions and be sure the mouth and the 
throat are cleat 

If there’s still no air exchange, turn the 
victim on his side, provide several sharp 
blows between the shoulder blades in 
hopes of dislodging forcign matter. Again 
sweep fingers through the mouth to check 
for foreign matter 

If you wish to avoid direct céntact with 
the victim, a handkerchief may be placed 
over his mouth. Several layers of cloth 
will not greatly affect air exchange 

Continue mouth-to-mouth resuscita- 
tion until the victim begins to breathe for 
himself—-until a doctor arrives, or until 
you are absolutely sure life is gone. Your 
quick thinking and continued action is 
the victim’s only hope of life until rescu- 
ers with equipment arrive.

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1,200 hogs a year—the easy way 


By Charles Hughes 


Hear, and Bill Tanton of Woodford County, IIli- 
nois, have a good system for confinement hog pro- 
duction. It requires only about one-half hour of their 
time each day for feeding and manure removal. 
Chat’s not much work for 1,200 hogs a year. 

Tantons installed an electrically powered blend- 
er and hammer mill in their old corncrib-granary. 
They remodeled overhead storage to gravity-feed 
the blender-mixer; and they did some clever ar- 
ranging in a new pole-type hog house. 

\ system of augers conveys ground rations from 
the grinder to the hog house, and distributes them 
to self-feeders. Feed drops through holes in the dis- 
tributing auger into the first self-feeder. When feed 
piles up to auger height, the ration in the auger is 
moved on and drops through the auger holes above 
the next feeder. Pressure switch at the end of auger 
stops motor when the last feeder is filled. 

here is one feeder and half another for each pen 
on both sides of the feeders. Tantons can fill 2 end 
feeders of each group with corn and the middle one 
with supplement, or can fill each feeder alike. 

Six electrically heated waterers serve the 12 pens. 
lhe outer floor areas of 6 pens are warmed by heat- 
ing cables for the 2-week-old’ pigs brought in with 
sows from the farrowing house. 

Pigs are weaned at 6 weeks and moved to the cen- 
tral pens. A gate in each pen keeps pigs from getting 
too far from the gutter. They learn to deposit ma- 
nure in the gutter. As pigs grow larger, the gate is 
moved out from the gutter for more room. 

Tantons’ system is flexible, too. Hog house ceil- 
ings are high enough so they could easily convert it 
for dairy or beef, if it’s necessary.

The newly installed barn cleaner removes manure once a day. Water, under 
pressure, flushes off remaining manure or urine. Tantons first removed 
manure with a tractor and blade, but ‘‘gating’’ hogs to keep them away 
from the blade while cleaning the gutter destroyed their dunging habits. 
The barn cleaner solves this problem and does job well with less labor.

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HOME-MADE CATTLE FEEDER SAVES TIME AND MONEY 


Roy Spencer (right), who farms more than 400 
acres near Downs, IIl., built the automatic auger 
feeder shown, at a cost of about $70. Feed is 
dumped in at the end and is distributed in the feed- 
ing troughs by the auger.

sight of land, on a never-to-be-forgotten 
cruise of America’s Inland Seas. 

The map we've included shows 2 sep- 
arate routes for the convenience of those 
of you farming near opposite ends of the 
seaway. Following either route will assure 
your family plenty of real fun to fill 
2 exciting weeks, or if necessary you can 
complete either loop in somewhat less 
time. You may want to plan other routes, 
too. If you’re fortunate enough to have 
longer than 2 weeks available, you can 
combine all or parts of both loops into 
a longer vacation. 


if your choice is the Western Loop, 
you'll enjoy crossing Lake Michigan 
aboard the Milwaukee Clipper, a 6-hour 
cruise between Milwaukee and Mus- 
kegon—or on one of the C.&O. car 
ferries between Milwaukee and Luding- 
ton. Between Mackinaw City and St. 
Ignace, Michigan, you'll cross the new 
Mackinac Straits Bridge (5 miles in 
length; world’s longest). Another shorter 
boat trip will take you to Mackinac 
Island where you can do sight-seeing by 
horse-drawn carriage or bicycle (no auto- 
mobiles allowed!). At Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, board one of the Canadian 
Pacific steamships, Assiniboia or Keewatin, 
for the trip across Lake Superior to Port 
Arthur and Fort William. 

You can see huge ore ships loading 
in Minnesota at Duluth or Two Harbors. 
And you'll want to visit Wisconsin’s fa- 
mous Dells and attend the nightly cere- 
monial dances by Winnebago Indians. 

For those of you choosing the Eastern 
Loop, there’s a delightful cruise across 
Lake Erie between Cleveland and Detroit 
aboard the luxury liner, Aguarama, and at 
near-by Dearborn, Michigan, you can 
stop at Greenfield Village and the Henry 
Ford Museum. 

Toronto, Ontario, features “Casa 
Loma,” an intriguing $3 million castle 
with guided tours for visitors. The Royal 
Military College at Kingston is Canada’s 
West Point. Here also, at Old Fort Henry, 
colorfully uniformed guardsmen demon- 
strate early British infantry drill and fire 
salutes with the fort’s original cannon. 


In Canada’s largest city, Notre Dame 
de Montreal is French Canada’s most 
beautiful church (second largest in Amer- 
ica).

To eliminate the removal of the power 
take-off shaft on my grain elevator each

The bracket has a U-shaped cradle 
welded to it; the shaft is swung parallel 
to the elevator, then placed in the cradie 
and a pin dropped through the cradle to 
hold the shaft in place while moving.

To prevent teeth from side delivery rakes 
from dropping into the windrow, in case 
of breakage, I use this idea: I run 3%” 
rods of a suitable length through the 
openings in the rake teeth and bolt the 
rod to ends of the rake bar. 

When teeth break, it is usually above 
the rings, so the broken tooth hangs up 
on the rod instead of going into the wind- 
rowed crop to damage a chopper or 
combine later on.—-M. S., Idaho.
